The President's statement at 
his news conference, broadcast 
and televised nationally, came at 
a time when State Department 
officials were preparing for talks 
with R ussia on the status of the 
troubled city. The issue of Berlin, 
which 
several 
times 
has 
ap­ 
proached the brink of war, was 
sidetracked last fall by the Cuban 
crisis. 
Kennedy, 
just 
back 
from

meeting with Central American 
leaders at Costa R ica, said he 
found Central America an area of 
“ independent, firm and faithful 
friends ” He said he and the lead­ 
ers agreed to “ continue our ef­ 
forts under the Alliance for Prog­ 
ress to build and strengthen the 
machinery for economic coopera­ 
tion.” 
He said he and the presidents 
also were determined to “ protect 
ourselves against immediate dan­ 
ger,’’ a reference to the pressing 
Cuban problem

ta Khrushchev is too busy with 
other matters now to want any

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Kennedy 
said

3,000 Soviet troops have 
been withdrawn from Cuba 
in the last few weeks. 


Kennedy told his news confer­ 
ence, 
“ We are waiting to sea 
whether more will be withdrawn 
—and we hope they will be.” 
He added, “ The month of March 
is not over yet.” 


The Soviet Government prom­ 
ised in mid-February that “ sever­ 
al thousand” of its troops would 
be taken out of Cuba by mid- 
March. Kennedy’s comment was 
the first official report of U. S. 
estimates of the extent to which 
the promise had been fulfilled. 
The U. S. estimate of the num­ 
ber of Soviet troops in Cuba at 
the time of the Soviet promise 
was 17,000.

A skillful diagnosis by West 
at the key moment in today s 
hand enabled him to select 
from his holding the only card 
which could puncture the de­ 
clarer’s armor. 
The auction proceeded to four 
hearts in easy stages. North's 
immediate heart raise with 
only three trumps headed by 
the ten is a bit off the book 
requirements, but any other 
call may lead to complications 
later. When South was able to 
make a further try by bidding 
three hearts, North was quite 
willing to accept partner’s in­ 
vitation since his hand was eas­ 
ily worth ten points in support. 
West opened the jack of dia­ 
monds and the ace was played 
from dummy. Declarer cashed 
king and another diamond, ruff­ 


ing with the five of hearts in 
his hand, for he and the dum­ 
my had every missing spot be­ 
low the top two honors. Next he 
led the jack of clubs. 
West went into a prolonged 
study from which he ultimately 
emerged by playing the ace of 
clubs. He must choose his re­ 
turn with great care for, if he 
comes back with a spade, hop­ 
ing to find his partner with the 
ace, it will eliminate declarer’s 
loser in that suit. Similarly, if 
West gets out with a club, South 
has three club discards avail­ 
able and can, if he chooses, 
throw e n o u g h spades from 
dummy to be able to ruff out 
his queen of spades. 
The play of ace and another 
heart by West is equally inef­ 
fective, for declarer is able to 
draw the last t r u m p with 
North’s ten of hearts and then 
run the two established dia­ 
monds discarding his spade 
and club losers. 
There is only one winning 
play, and West found it—name­ 
ly, the four of hearts. East went 
up with the king and returned 
a spade. Since South was not 
yet in full control of the pro­ 
ceedings, be was obliged to fi­ 
nesse the queen, and West’s 
king of spades produced what 
turned out to be the setting 
trick. 
Observe that West’s shift to 
the four of hearts sacrifices 
nothing for, if it develops that 
East does not have the high 
honor in that suit, there will 
still be time to find him with 
the ace of spades when West 
gets in with the ace of trumps.

Planned Plagues 
In Future Wars? 


The great plagues of history have subsided, 
thanks to medical science. In the Sixth Century 
there was a great cycle of pestilence that lasted 
about 50 years 
In the Fourteenth Century the 
Black Death killed at least nne-fnurth of ail the 
people of Kurope. Three out of four died in 
certain localities. 
Three centuries later the Great Plague of 
London was merely the best reported incident 
in another cycle of pestilence which spread 
terror, agony and death throughout Europe. 
Other centuries and other continents had their 
plagues, too. In certain parts of Asia, similar 
epidemics left only one person in 100 living. 
If rampaging nature seems to have become 
more gentle in recent centuries, war has become 
more deadly. The old hit-or-miss plagues which 
somehow never quite managed to wipe out the 
human race, may he followed by new planned 
cycles of pestilence started by bacteriological 
warfare. 
Speculation as to the possible role of bac­ 
teriology m wars of the future teem with the 
name.s of rare diseases — deadly, painful and 
hard to cure They refer to the possibilities of 
water poisoning with botulinu.s—that veritable 
atomic bomb of poisons 
Drop a pill of it the 
weight of an aspirin tablet into a barrel of 
water, and a single swallow of that water will 
kill a man. 
Defen.se experts are con.stantly discussing 
ways in which these disea.ses can be most effec­ 
tively used, and which are least likely to boom­ 
erang 
They discuss defenses against them, 
noting that — in most cases — defenses are'in­ 
adequate. 
Imagination balks at the possibilities. The 
atom bomb does its work and dissolves into a 
cloud dense with the atoms of stone, metal and 
human cells. Rut a plague does not dissolve. It 
spreads and breeds.

Planned Plagues 
In Future Wars? 


The great plagues of history have subsided, 
thanks to medical science 
In the Sixth Century 
there was a great cycle of pestilence that lasted 
about 50 years 
In the Fourteenth Century the 
Black Death killed at least one-fnurth of all the 
people of Kurope. 
Three out of four died in 
certain localities. 
Three centuries later the Great Plague of 
London was merely the hest reported incident 
in another cycle of pestilence which spread 
terror, agony and death throughout 
Europe. 
Other centuries and other continents had their 
plagues, too. 
In certain parts of Asia, similar 
epidemics left only one person in IOO living. 
If rampaging nature seem s to have become 
more gentle in recent centuries, war has become 
more deadly. The old hit-or-miss plagues which 
som ehow never quite managed to wipe out the 
human race, may he followed by new planned 
cycles of pestilence started by bacteriological 
warfare. 
Speculation as to the possible role of bac­ 
teriology in wars of the future teem with the 
names of rare diseases — deadly, painful and 
hard to cure 
They refer to the possibilities of 
water poisoning with botulinus— that veritable 
atomic bomb of poisons 
Drop a pill of it the 
weight of an aspirin tablet into a barrel of 
water, and a single swallow of that water will 
kill a man. 
Defense experts are constantly discussing 
ways in which these diseases can be most effec­ 
tively used, and which are least likely to boom­ 
erang 
They discuss 
defenses 
against 
them, 
noting that — in most cases — defenses are in­ 
adequate. 
Imagination balks at the possibilities. The 
atom bomb does its work and dissolves into a 
cloud dense with the atoms of stone, metal and 
human cells.

Danger To Good Education 


Adm iral H 
G. Rickover, the father of the atomic 
subm arine who has m any constructive ideas concerning 
^ h e possible im provem ent of the A m erican educational 
^ * ,v s te m . has recently suggested that Congress c rea te a 
National Standards Com m ittee to a d as an “ educa­ 
tional w atchtow er" from which the behavior of our 
schools might be kept under "continuous scrutiny." 
With all deference to the A dm iral's fears that local 
supervision of education results in the w aste of school 
curriculum tim e on fudge making, baton twirling, tele­ 
phone etiquelte, fish catching and other such trivia, 
I view' the notion of a centralized educational standards 
com m ittee with considerable apprehension 
For there 
is no reason lo .suppose that a politically created 
National Standards Com m ittee would no! be dom inated 
by the very people whom Rickover spends his energies 
attacking. 


Political agencies are peculiarly susceptible to 
m ajority pressures. 
And if the m ajority of our 
school system s wanted to go in for more fudge 
m aking, baton 
twirling, 
telephone etiquette 
and 
what-not. they would surely succeed in putting their 
representatives on a National Standards Committee. 


The great virtue of keeping the control of education 
entirely in local hands is that it lets intelligent m inori­ 
ties go on experimenting. Thus, when the rage for the 
passive "life adju stm en t" cult w as at its height, c e r­ 
tain local school boards insisted th at teachers had 
better be concerned with inculcating in their students 
a habit of valorous self-trust. Now that the "life adjust­ 
m en t" cult is being exposed as a sure m ean s of c re a t­ 
ing a spineless and self-indulgent generation of adoles­ 
cents. we can thank our lucky sta rs that there w as no 
super-agenry in Washington to put its authority behind 
a flaccid and will-destroying pedagogic philosophy.

prosperity textbooks. Ju s t about a y e a r ago the Com ­ 
mittee for Economic D evelopment and the A m erican 
Economic Association combined to produce a series of

J E D "task force" was a well-known Keynesian. Pro- 
'essor George Leland Bach. 
P re su m a b ly people like

Now, I realize that the late Lord K eynes was a 
fecund originator in econom ic theory. 
Any eco­

recent years the opposition to K eynes has been 
pretty thoroughly plowed under by our various 
educational hierarchies. 
If it had not been for the 
loose and decentralized structure of Am erican edu­ 
cation. the opposition to K eynes m ight have been 
com pletely stam ped out. 


ll so happened thai the U niversity of Chicago, to 
Dick one exam ple, never succum bed to the sw ay of the 
/<£ynesian doctrine 
Professors like Frederick Hayek. 
milton F ried m an and Aaron D irector kept the flag of 
sn older and m ore self-reliant economic doctrine flying. 
Now, as it turns out, the "Chicago school" is coming 
sack into favor among m any younger academ icians. 
Conceivably a "national sta n d a rd " in econom ics teach­ 
ing would give som e recognition to the “ Chicago school" 
theories 
But we would have no assu ran ce that such 
would be the case.

WASHINGTON - Much of the 
discussion lately about "m anaged 
new s" is an exercise in se m an ­ 
tics. The word 
" m a n a g e d " can 
proper as well as an improper 
be 
variously 
interpreted 
as 
a 
proper as well as an im proper 
use of information that is given 
to the public. 
E v ery administration, just like 
every 
private 
business, 
has 
a 
right to put its best foot forward 
—to write its own statem en ts and 
declarations in such words and 
phrases as will m ake the most 
favorable impression on the peo­ 
ple 
For y ears every a d m in istra­ 
tion has had specialists in its v a r­ 
ious departm ents to handle press 
relations. 
Nobody would object to " m a n ­ 
aged new s” if it m erely m eans 
the issuance of statem en ts and 
reports by the governm ent which 
"point with pride" to an ad m in ­ 
istration's achievem ents or extol 
the virtues of policies it hopes to 
fulfill. 
What is objectionable is som e­ 
thing that can be referred to un­ 
equivocally as deception or un­ 
truth. President E isenhow er w as 
blam ed by D em ocratic partisans 
for having told the truth about 
the U-2 incident in 1960. M em bers 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
C om m ittee intim ated afterw ard s 
that he should have withheld the 
truth. But Mr. Eisenhow er, in an 
authorized quotation that ap p ears 
in a hook by his onetim e secre­ 
ta ry of com m erce, Lew is Strauss, 
said: 
"T h e most powerful weapon we 
have — indeed, the most powerful 
w eapon that any people can have 
—is truth. If we ever find our­ 
selves in 
a position 
where we 
cannot tell the truth, or w here we 
feel that the telling will 
injure 
us, we will have sacrificed that 
m ost powerful w eapon." 
G overnm ents do not need to pub­ 
lish everything they know. The 
real question 
is w hether, when 
they talk to the public, they are 
revealing all of the truth or none 
of the truth. The A m erican people 
a re accustom ed to political ex­ 
aggerations and also to the ob­ 
vious propaganda in official sta te ­ 
m ents. This type of publicity m ay
